And 
creditors probably will realize at the 
most only slightly more than $1,000,000 
from a business which in 1929 reported 
gross sales of $27,936,000 and net in- 
come of $2,566,111. 

Pierce-Arrow’s forefunner was the 
George N. Pierce Co., founded by Geo. 
N. Pierce, George K. Birge, Henry May 
and Col. Charles Clifton, who for 20 
years prior to his death in 1929 was 
president of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce. 

A skeptical public got its glimpse of 
the company’s first gasoline model— 
the Pierce Motorette—in 1901. It was a 
success, and the company decided to 
abandon bicycles and bird cages and 
concentrate on automobile-making. 

From the beginning, Pierce cars were 
quality cars, which the average man 
could not afford to buy.
